CORRESPONDENCE. 


THE DREYFUS CASE. 


Sin.—I have just returned from attending the great demonsiration of 
sympathy in Hyde Park. I stoo1 at platform No. 7, presided over by Alderman 
Rev. Fleming Williams. L.C.C. There must have been nearly. 5.000) persons round 
this platform, comprising all classes. There were not many Jewish faces to be 
seen, but perhaps, as I hope is the case, they are no longer distinguishable from 
their fellow-countrymen. 

The chairman is currently reported not to be too favourable to the Jews, 
but he made a most admirable oration, giving the keynote to the meeting: 
indignation at the miscarriage of Justice: detestation of racial antipathies 
whether between Frenchman and Jew or Englishman and Frenchman: distrust 
of clerical and military influences: dislike of the immorality and frivolity of 
Paris only paralleled in London, and a warning to avoid anything like a boycott 
of the French people. 

A speech from a working man, a trades union representative, followed 
frank and outspoken, expressing horror of the conduct of the travesty of 
justice and the shame of the prosecution, who should have been in the prisoner © 
place. And so the meeting proceeded, littie reference being made to Jews; the 
sympathy was for Dreyfus, the man, Madame Dre, fus, the admirable woman, 
wife, and mother, Picquart, Labori, Zola and Demange, the courageous men 
who fought the battle of truth and justice: My object in writing is 
not so much to report the meeting as two draw a lesson from it 
First the advance in civilisation which makes the whole world the Judge of 
Nations: which defends the Jew when he is in the right. and assures us for the 
future at any rate in Anglo-Saxon countries against persecution: which condemns 
military and clerical power when guilty as in this case. Secondly, the fraternal 
spirit which animated the meeting (an object lesson to Jews) which would not 
allow Englishmen to condenin a nation for the faults of an erroneous sj stem 
rooted in La Belle France and difficult to eradicate. 

Lastly, let us Jews take to heart that English sympathy against injustice. 
and endeavour in all countries to lead the good life and deserve well of th: 
people who shelter us. Remember gratitude we owe to France in the past, the 
most cultured country in Europe, where liberty, fraternity, and equality once 
flourished and will again, and bury in oblivion as soon as the wrong ts remedied.

FRANCE AND THE DREYFUS CASE. 


Captain Dreyfus Pardoned and Liberated. 


The chief event of the week has been the pardon—and the consequent 
liberation—of Captain Dreyfus, which was signed by President Loubet at the 
Cabinet Council on Tuesday. Little time was lost in giving effect to the decision 
of the Cabinet, for at three o'clock on Wednesday morning Captain Dreyfus 
was liberated from prison, and left Rennes for the South. The public mind 
had been prepared for this step, but only the legal declaration of his 
ianocence will meet with the thorough approval of friends of Justice, who 
have, by the way, suffered a severe loss this week by the death of Senator 
Scheurer-K estner, one of the earliest and most ardent of Dreyfus's champions. 
With the pardon the Government will, no doubt, remit the costs of the 
prosecution which Dreyfus was sentenced to pay. It cannot, however, restore 
is political rights. Although the pardon of an innocent man is an altogether 
inadequate compensation, still it will render the Captain a free man and will 
give him the opportunity of restoring his shattered health. It must not be 
forgotten that the procedure before a Military Council of Revision is 
long and complicated, and it is probable, if Dreyfus had not withdrawn 
his appeal, that the Council would have spun out its investigations to 
such time as the downfall of the Waldeck-Rousseaun Cabinet, and the 
advent to power of M. Méline (author of the phrase “ There is no Dreyfus 
affair’) would have made even pardon impossible. Possibly the (;overnment 
may have been alarmed at the reports of the precarious health of the 
prisoner, and have been loth for his death to be laid to its 
Hence his pare’on. in a httle more than a week after his 
tion. The friends of Dreyfus will, however, not rest content with his 
pardon. They will set to work to discover the “new fact,” which will 
enable them to appeal to the Court of Cuassation, and should that 
lody quash the second verdict as it did the first, the case will be closed once and 
for all—“sans renvoi” is the official phrase—for a man who has been pardoned 
eannot be sent before another Court-martial. The Auror of yesterday week 
published a letter from M. Andrade, a Professor at the Montpelier University 
to the Minister of Justice, informing bim of anew document proving Dreyfus’ 
innocence, and constituting a “new fact” of such a nature as to furnish ground 
for a second revision. The document in question is a letter mentioning the date 
in which Colonel Schwartzkoppen uttered the first cry of his conscience toa 
person other than Colonel Panizzardi. “What the Party of Justice will Do” is 
the burden of an article in the Daddy Ch: by Francis De Pressens: dealing 
with the next step in the Dreyfus case. Military justice has been put on its 
trial and found wanting. The defenders of Dreyfus, whilst asking for his 
immediate liberation, must proceed to secure his rehabilitation, which mast in 
no way be compromised, and the twice martyred victim will © as the first act of 
his re-conquered freedom, begin two actions—the one for his rehabilitation, the 
other against the false witnesses of Rennes for perjury.’ There is still talk of 
the Government ordering a cessation of the proceedings against General Mercier, 
Colonel Picquart, and M. Zola, and in short to pass a sponge over their records. 
But in the case of M. Zola the prosecution is not a Government one, and is 
undertaken by the members of the Court-martial which tried and acquitted 
Esterhazy. It is hardly likely that they will forego their right, or even that 
M. Zola is anxious for the action to be dropped, for he is determined to utilise 
the trial for the purpose of bringing forward evidence which was refused at 
Rennes, 

The official .irmy Gazette in Vienna announces the removal of Colonel 
Schneider from his post as Military Attach: to the Austro-Hungarian Embassy 
in Paris and the Austro-Hungarian Legation at Brussels. The episode at the 
Rennes trial when General Mercier vave the he to Colonel Schneider will not 
have been forgotten. On the other hand, with reference to the report that the 
German Government intended to recall Major von Suesskind, the German 
Military Attaché in Paris, the Nativw:] Zeitung says there is not, and there 
never has been, any question of recalling Major von Suesskind, and adds that 
the French Military Attach« in Berlin, the Comte de Foucald, is a persona grata 
to the Imperial Court, and that the good relations between the French and 
German Governments have undergone no change on account of the Dreyfus 
case. 

In connection with the release of Captain Dreyfus, reports were current 
that Madame Dreyfus and Maitre Labori had visited England at the beginning 
of this week, in order to select a home in a South Coast watering-place. But 
the reports were unfounded. 

The strong feeling of indignation which was manifested at the result of the 
Rennes trial is subsiding, in so far as the proposed boycott of the Paris 
Exhibition is concerned. The boycott is officially deprecated iu England. as 
well as in Germany, Italy, Hungary and the United States, and it is stated by 
an official of the British Royal Commission that in this country there have 
been only twenty-three withdrawals out of a total of 2.000 intending exhibitors. 

Rochefort’s paper, the Jutransigeant, which is greatly read in wealthy 
houses, proposes a counter-boycott of English goods. It specially recommends 
its readers to withdraw their custom from the shops in the neighbourhood of 
the Opera, and should this French boycott succeed, it will be the ruin of the 
tradesmen in the Rue Auber, nearly all of whom are English. 

If the boycott movement is on the wane, there is no diminution in the 
volume of sympathy with Captain Dreyfus and his noble wife. which is 
being expressed in all parts ofthe world. The Jewish community at Bulawayo 
has sent a telegram to Madame Dreyfus ; at Johannesburg the people, irrespec- 
tive of creed and nationality, have unanimously condemned the atrocious mis- 
carriage of justice at Rennes. At Melbourne a meeting of citizens presided over 
by the Mayor in the Town Hall unanimously and enthusiastically adopted reso- 
lutions of indignation and sympathy, and at Montevideo, on Sunday, a public 
meeting was held in favour of Captain Dreyfus, and was attended by 14,000 
persons. At Naples the Dreyfus Committee has despatched to Madame Dreyfus 
an album containing the signatures of 25{4)) sympathisers, An address of

112,000 signatures, and the Morning Herald has opened a shilling subscription 
for a testimonial to Madame Dreyfus, who has received many hundreds of cop.

release. 

Meetings innumerable have been held in London and the provinces, the most 
important being the Hyde Park Demonstration on Sunday, which we report 
elsewhere.

The Hyde Park Demonstration. 


“ONE OF . THI 


Readers of the Jewisit Curonicie will have already read in the daily 
papers of Monday the ful! and descriptive accounts. which appeared of the 
monster demonstration in Hyde Park on last Sunday afternoon in honour of 
Captain and Madame Dreyfus. Although the leading papers naturally differ « 
to the wisdom and utility of such popular demonstrations, they are aii 
agreed as to the phenomenal success that attended the efforts of the organisers 
and it is generally admitted that not for many years has so remarkable a 
scene been witnessed in the Park. The crowd was variously estimated at 
from fifty to eighty thousand people, and when it is remembered that there 
was no elaborate organisation, no bands and banners and processions which 
are the invariable methods by which the masses are drawn to Hyde Park 
Demonstrations, it must be confessed that the feeling of indignation of 
Londoners must be deep indeed against the infamous Rennes verdict. I arrived 
at the park some considerable time before the crowd commenced to collect, and 
was therefore able to scrutinise the throngs of people as they wended their way 
towards the seven platforms around which the monster demonstration was held. 
I was naturally curious to know to what extent the coreligionists of the unfortunate 
Dreyfus were represented in the surging mass of humanity which had gathered 
together by the time the proceedings commenced, No estimate of the number of 
Jews present is, of course, possible ; they were to be seen around every platform 
but nowhere were they the least conspicuous. Even at platform No. 6. wher 
the Rev. J. F.Stern was announced as one of the speakers, Jews were only slightly 
more inevidence, but the crowd even here was by no means a Jewish one. 
Among the other Jewish speakers announced in the programme were Mr. E. 
Hatzfeld, described as a relative and schoolfellow of Captain Dreyfus, Mr. 
B.S. Strauss, .L.C.C. for Mile End. and Madame Clarisse: de Woolf, at the 
Women's Platform. According to theofficial arrangements, Mr. Strauss was to

be the principal speaker at No. 1 platform, and several of the dailies 
reported part of his speech, which was described as exceedingly effective. 
and delivered in a manner admirably suited for 


an open-air demon: 
stration, As a matter of fact, Mr. Strauss was prevented by indisposition 
from being present. The Rev. J. F. Stern arrived at the park ia company with 
Mr. W. C. Steadman, M.P., L.C.C., for Stepney, and was warmly greeted by 4 
host of coreligionists as he made a detour ot the several platforms before takiug 
his place on No. 6. I followed in his wake and was able to note the gener 
satisfaction which his participation in the demonstration called forth in al! 
directions, although the reverend gentleman plainly told those with whom be 
chatted that he did not desire to see them around the platform from which he 
would speak, as he bad not come to Hyde Park to address those who could bear 
him at another place, Nevertheless a considerable number of Jews took thelr 
stand at No, 6 platform, at which, at the moment of starting the meeting, Mr 
Stern was called upon to take the Chair in the absence of Mr. J. (regory, 
Chairman of the London Trades Council. As the bugle sounded for the 
opening of the proceedings, and gave forth a somewhat cracked note, 
someone in the crowd shouted, * Why didn't you bring your own Shoutar- Wo 
which someone else replied, “ The bugle belongs to the French Army and there § 
nothing sound in it, from the Generals downwards.” 
The Kev. J. F. SreRN commenced his speech by saying: “My first 
impulse was to decline the invitation sent me to speak here 10-day. 
I wrote to the Hon. Secretary that, as a Jew, I should prefer to liste 
to non-Jews at such a gathering. I feared lest it might be said * 
this demonstration was brought together by Jewish influence, eveo? * it 
was said in France that every individual who stood by poor Dreyfus, and every 
newspaper that supported his cause was in the pay of the Jews. Un re ection, 


and when pressed by the Hon. Secretary, I saw no valid reason why Jews 
should hold aloof from this demonstration; to the contrary, ! consider 
that when the voice of England is raised on high, one part of the mighty

chorus would be missing if the voices of English Jews were not 
those of their countrymen, It is unnecessary for me to tell my 
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countrymen that our Queen has no more devoted enbjects than the J Oo 
Empire, but it may be necessary to say that the French Republic has no re 
loyal citizens than those who belong to the Jewish faith.” 


The Rev. J. F. Stern was not the only speaker who dwelt upon the 
loyalty of the Jew to the country of his adoption. Christian and Catholic 
vied with each other in declaring that there was an utter absence of motive 
for the betrayal alleged against Captain Dreyfus, and that the whole 
civilised world regarded him asa martyr to military and sectarian fanaticicm. a 
victim to the anti-Semitic agitation which bad disgraced &)> many Euro ean 
countries. Almost every speaker gave expression to the opinion that Drevte 
would not have been persecuted ashe had been, were he not a Jew Never f ve 
| heard the name “Jew " $0 loudly and enthusiastically cheered as at this demoa- 
stration, not a single voice in all the vast multitude was raised in opposition 
or in derision, as the undeserved sufferings of Dreyfus were dwelt upon and bis 
mnocence asserted again and again. Cheer after cheer wentup as the Resolution 
of sympathy with Captain and Madame Dreyfus was put to the meeting. and all 
heads were respectfully uncovered. [ano other country in the world not even 
perhaps in democratic America would it have been possible for «uch a demon. 
stration to have been held, without inciting some counter demonstration against 
the race to which the hero and heroine of the day belonged. Al! types of 
Jews—English and foreign—ministers and teachers, merchant and be gqgar. 
Zionist and anti-Zionist, fashionable West Ender and shabby Kast Linder. stood 
side by side with all types of non-Jews—Church of England clergymen. Non. 
conformist pastors, Catholic priests, soldiers and sailors. professionals and 
workmen. Tories and Radicals, religionist and infidel—a heterogeneous mass of 
humanity all gatherec together for the purpose of proclaiming the innocence 
of a persecuted brother, and denouncing the injustice of which he is the victim 
such was last Sunday's demonstration in Hyde Park. ‘Truly a remarkable 
manifestation of England's respect and sympathy for Captain and Madame 
Dreyfus, and no less remarkable as a demonstration of that tolerance freedom 
ind justice which has made England the great country she is. a noble exemplar 
for all the nations of the world. ; 3 


_FROM ANOTHER CORRESPONDENT. | 


The great pro-Dreyfus Demonstration held on Sunday last in Hyde Park 
was one which will not be forgotten for a long time to come. There was absent 
from the meeting that class of people usually attending these demonstrations 
the audiences round the seven platforms being by far of a better class, Although 
there were present a large number of Jews, they were by no means: onspicuous 
hy reason of their having spread themselves over the whole of the ground covered 
by the demonstrators. The only exception was at No. (. where the Rev. J. 
F’, Stern presided, an interesting listener being the Rev. Dr. M. Gaster. The 
speakers, excepting one or two, the most notable being Mr. W.-C. Steadman. 
M.P., L.C.C., did not refer to Dreyfus as having been condemned because he was 
a Jew. Amongst the official speakers there were only two Jews, the Rev. J. F 
Stern and Mr. Hatzfeld, a relative of the Dreyfus family. Mr. Stern was loudly 
cheered when he began and loud cheers greeted him when he concluded his 
speech. One of the humourous incidents of the demonstration was supplied by 
an old Jew, who loudly insisted that he was a born and bred English Jew and a 

Zionist,” and exhibited pictures of Dreyfus, Zola, Picquart, Labori. Demange 
and members of the General Staff, the last-mentioned being, of course. greeted 
with groans. . The demonstration was a noteworthy one, if only for the reason 
that it drew together such a mass of people, Jew and Crentile, not to protest as 
Jew or Christian, but to lift up their voices as human beings on behalf of 
righteousness and justice. 


Side Lights of the Demonstration. 


“FROM A CORRESPONDENT. 


I did not arrive at the Marble Arch till close on 5 o'clock, and I was told by 
a member of the immense crowd which Was now pouring down Oxford street, 
that the speeches and the more serious side of the agitation in favour of Captain 
Dreyfus were over. But those who left early missed the most amusing, and 
perhaps the most interesting, part of the affair: A curious spectacle, indicating 
that something quite unusual was going on, was afforded at Great Cumberlar d 
Place; and for a moment one recalled ‘the incident of the Rue Chabrol. Each 
end of the street was barred by two rows of policemen, who refused everyone 
permission to pass. On enquiring the 1eason,a policeman laughingly replied 
that the enclosure was strictly reserved for anti-Dreyfusards. It appeared that 
one or two excited Frenchmen had dared to express an Opinion in opposition to 
that generally adopted, of course the belief in the innocence of Captain Dreyfus, 
and had paid the penalty by a mobbing from the crowd. After being res ued 
by the police, they were placed out of harm’s way in the “Safe Deposit” of 
(;reat Cumberland ' Place, till the excitement had blown over. 


On entering the Park, it was evident that the collection of rescued anti. 
Dreyfusards would soon be increased. Yetanother Frenchman had the audacity 
to mutteran “ A bas Dreyfus ” or a “ vive l'armée,” and he, too, was surrounded 
by the crowd and finally escorted out of the Park by the obliging policemen. 
Here and there compatriots of the ejected ones would court danger by uttering 
counter cries of * bravo” to the mob’'s booing. They, too, were subjected to the 
now monotonous course of a mobbing and a rescue by the police, Soon, how- 
ever, the few remaining anti-Dreyfusards began to tire of the rather tame glory 
of being placed out of harm's way in Great Cumberland Place. An amusing 
incident, which disclosed the farcical nature of the opposition, closed the after- 
noon's excitement. An apparently well-to-do Frenchman seeking notoriety In 
a curiously mixed guise of a gendarme and an Arab chief, was promptly sur- 
rounded by an enormous crowd. whose playful intentions were disclosed in the 
cries of “ knock his hat off,’ But this gentleman was also induced to leave the 
Park by the overworked detachment of constables, and at last the crowd yielded 
to the good-natured persuasion of the police to go home and attend to their 
much neglected teas, 


East End Meeting. 


The large hall of the Working Lads’ Institute, Whitechapel Road, was 
inconveniently crowded on Saturday evening last, on the occasion of a pro- 
Dreyfus meeting convened by Mr. S. Kirstein, President of the Warsaw Sick 
Benefit and Divisional Society. The Rev. T. Jackson the Superintendent of 
the Mission in connection with the Institute, who placed the hall atthe disposal 
of the convener, presided, 


The CHAIRMAN, in opening the proceedings, referred to the unsectarian 
character of the protest against the condemnation of Captain Dreyfus, and in 
eloquent and scathing terms spoke of the shameful action of the French 
Military staff. 


Messrs. WimporNeE and M. Fisuer, Grand Vice-President of the Order 
“ Achei Brith,” having addressed the meeting, Mr. H. Harris, speaking in Yiddish, 
touched upon the realisation of the Zionist movement as the only means of safe- 
guarding Jews all the world over against anti-Jewish injustice. 


Mr. J. Conen-Lask deprecated any distinctly Jewish agitation on behalf 
of Dreyfus. They should not protest as Jews, but unite with all others by 


oe their voices on behalfiof the unfortunate Captain, in the name of humanity 
and justice. 


Mr. S. Kirstein, who was well received, expressed the gratitude Jews felt 
for the English people who treated them as fellow-citizens. 

The best speech of the evening was delivered by a young man named 
Hywant Levy, who mentioned the interesting fact that he had two 
brothers serving with the British Army in India. Speaking alternately 1m 
English and Yiddish. Mr. Levy said that the Queen had no subjecta who were 
more loval than the Jews living in England. Whilst it was their doty to protest 
against those who were their enemies, they should not condemn the good 
because of the bad. He advised Jews not to take any part in the proposed 
boycott of the French Exhibition and French goods. At the close of his 
remarks, which were throughout loudly cheered, the speaker appealed to those 
present to }oin the Zionist movement. 


Mr. Parkis, a co-worker of the Chairman. and Mr. Kirerers then 
respectively moved and seconded the following resolution :— 


That this meeting of the inhabitants of Whitechapel sends the expression of its 
leepest sympathy to Captain and Madame Dreyfus, and assures them of its 
wimiration and gratitu te for the svlendid courage and noble example they have 
thown amidst unparalleled pers*cution.

It was under the King of 
the Roman States that the Jews found the greatest peace and the yreatest 
security. The Jesuits of France had no more to do with the trial and condem. 
nation of Captain Dreyfus than the Jesuits in Farm Street had to do with the 
trial and condemnation of the last man who was hanged at the Old Bailey 


The following letter from the Rector of St. Etheldreda’«, Ely Place, on th:

We are told in the Mishna of Joma, that during the night preceding this 


great day the High Priest did not retire to rest, but kept a solemn vigil, and with 
the view of preventing sleep stealing upon him during the long watches of the 
night, men of learning read out to him portions of the historical books of the 
,ible. which were calculated to rivet hisattention. And one of them—Zechariah 
ben Kabutal—records, “ Many a time acd oft I usei to read portions of the 
took of Daniel.” And, indeed, this Book presents a series of pictures so stately 
and striking that even the dullest imagination must be stirred by them. [ 
would ask you to linger for a while on the drama which the fifth chapter of this 
Book unrolls before us. “ Belshazzar the King made a great feast to a thousand 
of his lords, and drunk wine before the thousand. ‘Thus, as with a stately overture 
of orchestral music, the drama opens. Picture to yourselves the scene of barbaric 
splendour which is opened to us, that great Babylonian palace with its’ kiosks 
and fouotains, its hanging garden and long arcades, every wall glowing with its 
weird images, every yate guarded by colossal forms, the gigantic winged lion 
with human heads which you have seen in the British Museum. And gathered 
around the Kingare his princesand wives and favourites in gorgeous attire. The 
tables are laden with flagons of wine and tempting viands. The hall is scented 
with choice perfames ; sopg and music resound, | 

And when bis heart began to be merry with wine he commanded that the 
volden and silver vessels should be brought which his father, Nebuchadnezzar, had 
taken out of the Temple in Jerusalem, that the king and his princes, his wives 
and bis paramours might drink therefrom. Then they brought the golden 
vessels that were taken out of the Temple of the House of God at Jerusalem, 
and the king, bis princes, his wives and his favourites drank in them. They 
drank wineand praised the gods of gold and of silver, of brass and iron, of wood 
ind of stone. In the same hour came forth the fingers of a man’s hand and wrote 
over against the candlestick upoa the plaster of the wall of the King’s palace, 
and the King saw the extremity of the hand tha: wrote. Then the King’s 
countenance was changed, and his thought troubled bim, so that the joints of 
his loins were loosened and his knees smote one against the other. Wuch a wild 
ery he summons his magicians, but not one of them is able to decipher those 
hieroglyphics lettered in fire. At last Daniel appears, and he thus fearlessly 
addresses the King: Thou, Belshazzir, hast not humbled thy heart, but hast 
lifted up thyself against the Lord of Heaven, and they have brought the vessels 
of His house before thee, and thou, thy lords, and thy wives and thy paramours 
have drunk wine in them. and thou hast praised the gods of silver and gold, of 
brass, iron, wood and stone, which sce not, nor hear, nor know, and the (vod 
in whose hand thy breath is and whose are all thy ways hast thou not glorified. 
Then was the part of the hand sent from him; and this writiog Was written, 
Mene, Mene, Tekel, Upharsin. And this is the interpretation of the writing :— 
Mene: God bath numbered thy kingdom, and finished it. Tekel: Thou art 
weighed in the balance and found wanting. Peres: The kingdom is divided 
and given to the Medes and Persians, The Scripture narrative ends with the 
brief but significant words, “In that night was Belshazzar:the King of the 
(haldeans slain, and Darius the Median took the Kingdom.” 

My Dear Brethren, Think you that I have related this story to 
beguile the tedium of the day’ | hope I have a worthier conception of 
the purpose of the Kippur As I read out this narrative I would have you 
feel even as did the olden king when he beheld the spectral semblance of the 
finger of some giant hand writing out the flaming letters. For the same Divine 
hand still traces the fatal handwriting on the wal!. “.Nuambered, weighed, found 
wanting and broken up.” These words still point their terrible warning to nations 
as well as to individuals. They announce to the peoples of the world the solemn 
message of God. Righteousness exalteth a nation, but wickedness leads to its 
ruin, What is morally wrong cannot be politically right. There is one immu- 
table Divine law. which underlies all history, that a nation can only endure so 
long #8 it preserves truth and venerates justice, that falsehood and injustice 
tay prosper for a time, but that their doom is certain, There is a retribution 
which sooner or later overtakes every nation that forgets and rejects the eternal 
distincuons of right:and wrong. Neither from the east, nor from the west, nor 
from the south does greatness come. But God is the Judge, and abaseth the 
one and exalteth the other. It was so with all the colossal empires of antiquity 
~with Assyria the strong, with Babylon the proud, with Greece and Rome. 
it was in our own time so with the kingdom of Spain,

It was certainly gloomed by keenest disappointment. ur 
hearts went out in deepest pity for the prolonged agony with which our brother 
in faith was being tortuted, the renewed anguish which his devoted wife and 
kinsfolk were made to suffer. But unto us Jews it was nota day of unalloyed 
bitterness. It was the bitterest day in modern France, more disastrous than 
Waterloo, more humiliating than Sedan. For France, once so chivalrous. some- 
time fred with such generous impulses: France, the first country to abolish 
disabilities of race and faith, and to give to the Jews the rights and privileges of 
free citizenship; France had broken the Divine law of righteousness. Her 
judges im one and the same breath branded an innocent man as an odious traitor 
to his country and at the same time pronounced the pestilential doctrine that 
for treason there could be extenuating circumstances, Verily, judgment is 
turned away backward, and justice standeth afar off. for truth is fallen in the 
street, so that equity cannot enter. To us Jews it was nota day of bitterness. 
There is, | hope and believe, not one member of the House of Israel worthy of 
the name who would not rather share the fate of the heroic Dreyfus than allow 
his conscience to be burdened with such guilt as defiles the soul of his judges. 
Centuries of persecution have taught us that it is better to suffer injustice thau 
to commit injustice ; that the martyr is precious in the sight of the Lord, but 
that the inquisitor is hateful in His eye. And whilst this stirring world-drama 
is fraught with mapy a circumstance that causes the Angels of Justice and 
Mercy to weep bitterly, it presents also incidents to cheer and to console. Its 
central figure, with his dauntless courage and dignified patience, serves as a truer 
representation of the modern Jew than the caricature presented by prejudiced 
writers, We have seen the German Emperor proving himself worthy of hs 
noble and never-to-be-forgotten father, and of his august kinswoman, our dear!y 
beloved and venerated Queen, in that he has braved obloquy and scorned insult \" 
the cause of justice and of truth.

The God of Judgment will not leave the righteous in the hand of the wicked 
nor condemn him when he is judged. And it is ardently to be hoped that the 
mock trial at Rennes, and the terrible miscarriage of justice will convince the 
world of the folly and the savagery of anti-Jewish hatred, that a vile unreason. 
able sentiment as this cannot but lead to cruelty and wrong. that anti-Semitism 
is but another name for the defiance of law and order, and the violation of truth 
and honour. It is, therefore, my most fervent desire, as it must be of al! 
ministers of religion, and true friends of humanity, that the righteous anger 
which animates mankind may not engender evils similar to those which we now 
so deeply deplore and anxiously deprecate. Condemn falsehold. fraud. and 
forgery with the strongest emphasis. But do not visit the sins of the 
guilty upon the innocent; do not let us stain the fair fame of England by 
breaches of hospitality and lack of international courtesy. Above all, let us 
take to heart the cardinal lesson of the Dreyfus Case. the lesson of the guilt 
and the peril of unreasoning prejudice, of racial hatred, and of religious ill-will. 
But on this day I must sddvens you not merely as sons and daughters of a great 
nation, but also as members of the House of Israel. Must we not regard the 
events passing on the other side of the Channel as a handwriting on the wall. 
warning us that a fierce light is beaten upon us, that it behoves us to be more 
cautious and circumspect than ever before’ Set your hearts upon your ways is 
the admonition addressed to us. Beware, lest when weighed in the balance vou 
are found wanting. Set your hearts upon your ways. Examine yourselves in how 
far you have endeavoured to realise your obligations as a member of the eternal 
people, the people that is to endure for ever. Our first care, our primary thought, 
should be the education of our children. If your religious profession be not a 
mere sham and utter hypocrisy, it must be your honest desire that your children 
should know and love their faith. But are there not those amongst you who’ 
permit their sons and daughters to grow up in entire ignorance of their faith. or 
have it presented to them in such a form that when they grow up they are like 
unto the inhabitants of Nineveh, they cannot discern between their right hand 
and their left hand, between that which is forbidden and that which is permitted. 
Or do we compensate for our lack of teaching by the force of ourexample’ We. 
to whom virtue has been set forth as the supreme obligation, are we giving 
to the world the example of rigid honesty, of unbending and unswerving 
integrity ? Are there not those who gain a living, albeit it 18 a living death. 
by the odious trade of usury, so that we anxiously await the time when the 
legislature will pass a wholesome measure to cramp and harrass the extortionate 
moneylender? We to whom the Bible was first revealed, are we earnestly 
solicitious to know its contents. to mould our character and to shape our action 
by its teachings? Prayer should be to us even as the very breath of our life. 
ave we devoted our assemblings for public worship to the pouring forth of al! . 
our needs and troubles before the throne of infinite Mercy’ Have we not 
remained unimpressed and dumb as the wooden benches we sat upon’ For the 
culture of our mind and the health of our body many wise and seund ordinances 
have been given us. Of all the institutions of our faith, none is more intimately 
bound up with its preservation than that of the Sabbath. Is not our loyalty 
to the sacred day growing more and morelax! Is not the number of those who 
desecrate it continually on theincrease’ Is it not notorious that our merchants 
and tradesmen, and the masters of workshops, instead of welcoming Jewish 
lads, reject them, orif they accept them, will not set them free on the seventh 
day ?. And how is it with respect to the other ordinances’ Science is demon- 
strating more and more clearly the value and wisdom of our dietary laws. At the 
Congress of the Sanitary Institute recently held in Southampton the President, 
one of the foremost scientists of the day, pointed to the value of the Levitica! 
Jaws as ensuring pure food, pure dwellings, and a pure body, and he said that in 
virtue of keeping these enactments the: Jews were the healthiest and longest- 
lived members of humanity. Do you still deserve that praise Alas‘ are there 
not too many who give up the wise and wholesome restrictions of religion to 
indulge their desires and appetites uncontrolled. Ah remember, every one of 
you, that if you transgress the word of God, if you break His laws of truth and 
righteousness, if you profane the golden vessels of the Temple, if you abuse and 
misuse the abilities He has given you, then alike in counting bouse and in ban- 
quetting hall, in the busy hours of the day, and amid the sound of revelry by night 
there will be visible the handwriting on the wall, “Thy years have been num. 
bered and are ended. Thou hast been weighed and found wanting. Set your 
hearts upon your ways ere it is too late, so that you may be spared the scatbing 
miseries of vain remorse. (se aright the golden hours of this day for medita. 
tion, for repentance, for the promise of sincere amendment. Ponder well the 
duty of the modern Jew, so that this day may become to you in very truth a 
Day of Atonement, forgiveness, and reconciliation with your Father in Heaven. 
* Father in Heaven! We stand before Thee in the CODSCIOUSNESS OF our 
weakness and frailty. We have shrouded our hearts with a veil of pride aud 
worldliness and self-complacency, so thick and hard that only [hy grace can 
penetrate it. Oh! help us to tear off this veil of pride and conceit. May we 
become conscious how greatly ws have trespassed against Thee, that we have 
set at nought Thy will in our homes and as we mixed in the busy throng of 
life. We are smitten with shame because of our backslidings, our breaches of 
Thy Eternal law of righteousness and purity, our manifold transgressions of 
Thy holy will. We pray unto Thee, Oh our Father, our King! Give us the 
power we so sorely lack to break with the evil in our past lives. Help us In our 
weakness. If some faint resolvé to do better stir our hearts do Thou make it 
strong. Do Thou forge into iron cables the frail web of our feeble resolves. 
We pray unto Thee for those who are sick and feeble. Lighten unto them the 
heat and burden of the day. We pray to Thee for those who mourn and are 
bruised in spirit.

M. Pobiedonoszeff on the Jewish Question in 
Russia and the Dreyfus Case. 


‘)n his return journe y to St. Petersburg from his summer holiday ) M 
Potiedone szefl, the Chief Procurator of the Russian Holy Synod. spent a few 
days In Vienna, where he was interviewed by a member of the editorial staff of 
the Neus Frei Mieeeii In the course of the conversation. M. Polnedonoszef 
made the following observations -— 
| People regard me as a persecutor of the Jews, and every measure which was 
taken avainkt the Jews. especially during the reign of Tsar Alexander IIL. was 
attributed tome. Now, | must remark that the majority of those measures 
against the Jews did not come into my department at all. I may. go 
further and say that I have friends among many highly-cultured Jews. 
As an instance, [| may mention that Baroness de Hirsch, who died 
recently in Paris, placed at my disposal a million frances for the 
benefit of Russian Schools. Would she, the benefactor of the Jews, have 
done this if she had had the least opinion that I was a persecutor 
of the Jews! The Jewish question is for me as little a religious matter as the 
Catholic question. We; in Russia, are not so intolerant as is believed abroad, 
The Jewish question always Wasa. and ia still only an economical problem The 
Jew in Russia is sober. frugal, marries generally at an early age, and lives a 
oper family life, and all these circumstances render him able to exploit the 
tussian. who is often no match for bim. For this reason we had to adopt 
measures in several territories in Russia to assivo specified places of resideuce 
for the Jews, And if they seek to spread here and there, and leave the spheres 
assigned to them. we are obliged to proceed against them. But the laws of 
humanity exist also in Russia. Take for instance the Dreyfus affair 

The interviewer here interposed. If he was not mistaken the question had 


been discussed in Russia without prejudice. 
Certainly, replied the Chief Procurator. It is sad enough that the question, 
which ought never to have been removed from the confines of justice and 


humanity, has been regarded by Jews and opponents of Jews, from a Jewish 
and anti-Jewish standpoint. The proceedings at Rennes have proved to every 
unbiassed person that Dreyfus is innocent, and he is generally looked upon in 
Russia as innocent. There were two important reasons, which, as it appears to 
me, weighed with many Frenchmen and inspired them with a desire for a second 
condemnation of the ac« used. the first wae that a certain degree of fanaticwm 
would not allow the DE disavowed, and the second, the necuPaity 
to rescue the renown of the army, which, to many, appears cal 
overturn the existing order of things in I rance. and to substitute 
monarchical regime.

QUEEN SQUARE HOUSE. 


As briefly announced by us some time ago, Jews College is once more 
about to remove into another schoolhouse, and into another equare. The College 
preserves its consistency in its affection for the squares. for in the last twenty 
years the students at different periods have spent their hours of study within the 
walls of three different achoolhouses, viz., at 10, Finsbury Square, at Tavistock 
House, Tavistock Sjvare, and now at Queen Square House, Queen Square. 


Jews’ College is to remove to a house in a square, which was once one of the 
centres of all that was most gifted and learned, among the many brilliant coteries 
that existed in the last century. The whole of Bloomsbury is rich in literary 
and historical associations, Qaeen Square particularly so, and no house in the 
sjuare ix more blessed in this respect than the quaint old house in the top corner, 
which still retains its old-fashioned porticos to distinguish it from the rest. At 
present, it is the premises of the Presbyterian College, which has been there for

* The Lives of the Admirals.’ Campbell's principal night for entertaining was 
Sunday, when “ great numbers of persons of the first eminence for science and 
literature were accustomed to resort for the enjoyment of conversation.”

In the words of Boswell, Dr. Johnson admitted that “I used to go pretty 
often to Campbell's on a Sunday evening, till 1 began to consider that the shoals 
of Scotehmen who flocked about him might say. when anything of mine was 
well done, ‘Ay, ay. he has learnt this of Cremall, ” 


Campbell died here on December 28th, 1775, and Queen Square House was 
then occupied by the private physician to George III, The most remarkable 
feature in regard to this tenancy was that the Sovereign himself became an 
occupant of the house, It was at the time of the Regency, when the King's 
mind became temporarily deranged, and when, having to be under the personal 
care of his physcian, he was removed to Queen Square House. He then 


ovcupie!l the room on the left hand si le of the hall, overlooking Guilford 


Street, and, for many years after his death, the house was visited by strangers, 
who were curious to see the chamber which had sheltered the most illustrious 
of the Georges. This room will shortly be occupied as one of the Jews College 
class-rooms. Jewish history, with all its eventfal past, affords no more binding 
or interesting link in the web of concatenation. Here we have the very sick 
chamber in which the greatest crowned head in Europe was medically treated, 
and in whose reign the Jew continued to suffer from disabilities that the march 
of civilisation had not removed even in the Georgian period, about to be adapted 
for Jewish students to study the tenets of that religion, for the belief of which 
their ancestors had suffered tortures untold from the predecessors of the 
monarch who altered the map of Europe. Truly an interesting fact, 


It was from the window in this room that George III. had a glimpse of the 
beautifal aspect in front of him, for Guilford Street and the neighbouring 
streets running northward were not then in existence, and the King had an 
uninterrupted view of the lovely scenery which stretched right up to the heivhts 


of Hampstead. 


Fanny Burney, who, before she became Madame D’Arblay, lived for a time 
at Dr. Burney’s house in Qaeen Square, referring to the sylvan appearance 
of the neighbourhood, wrote of the “ beautiful prospect of the hills, ever verdant 
and smiling, of Hampstead and Highgate, which, at that period, in unobstructed 
view, faced the doctor's dwelling in Queen Square.” 


Among the eminent visitors to the house was Captain Cook, and Dr. Burney in 
his memoirs relates the circumstance with pardonable pride as follows :—" Jp 
February 1772 | had the honour of receiving the illustrious Captain Cook to 
dine with me in Queer 
Square, previously to his 
second voyage round the 
world.” The visit was 
memorable from the fact 
that it was on this occasion 
that Burney’s eldest son 
James arranged to joir 
the greatest of navigators 
in his daring enterprise. 
The square, which. like 
Queen Square, West. 
minster, was named in 
honour of good. Queen 
Anne, was, in the last 
century,  aristocrati 
neighbourhood, and 
besides containing the 
residences of the Upper 
Ten, was a fashionable 
promenade, just as the 
Mall was, down Charing 
Cross way. 
Dr. Stukeley, the emi- 
nent antiquarian, was one 
of Campbell's contem- 
poraries who lived in the 
square, Dr. Stukeley was 
the rector of the quaint 
old church of St. George- 
the-Martyr on the Soutb- 
West side of (Queen 
| Square, which can still be 
seen. The church went 
nee through a period of vicis- 
situdes, but in 1505. the 
ugliness of its architec 
. ture was greatly improved 
by the Gotbic decorations 
which were put up. The 
most interesting feature 
in connection with ™ 
burial.geound,.which contains the remains of some of 
the most eminent residents of Queen Syuare and of their contempor- 
aries. ‘Sach celebrities as Dr. John Campbell, Dr. Stukeléy, Jonathan 
Richardson, the R.A. anil his wife. Nancy Dawson, the celebrated hornpipe 
dancer, whose tombstone simply states, “Here lies Nancy Dawson” and 
nothing else, and Mes. Gibson, the granddaughter of Oliver Cromwell, 
found their last resting place in the narrow strip of ground at the back of 
the Foundling Hospital, which knowa first as “Nelson's Burial Ground,” in 
honour of Robert Nelson, the author of “ Fasts and Festivals,” who from being 
the freeholder of the property was the first man buried there, became a memor: 
able landmark in after years as the cemetery of the little old brick church i 
Queen Square, All the arts were represented here—" in death they were not 
divided "—and even as far as well iato the present century the sacred spot had 
not lost its prestige as the last home of the eminent. for in 1838 Zachary 
Macaulay, the great champion of anti-slavery and the father of Lord Macaulay, 
was buried there. |

Vae of the most interesting houses in the Square was No. 31, which 
was koowa all over London as a high-class ladies’ school. So “toney” 
was the ladies’ seminary in Queen Square that none but those in the 
first flight dared send their daughters to the “ Ladies’ Eton,” as it was 
called. Boswell’s daughter, Veronica, was educated here, and the genial old 
biographer commemorated the fact in his reference to “My Queen Square 
daughter.” It was at this school that the witty and wayward poet, Churchill, 
eked out an existence by teaching the future belles of the fashionable 
world for a “ baggarly” s ipeid of £4) a year. The school was finally closed 
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eloquent sermon dealing with the horrors of war. 
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in 1958, but even then it had not lost its social status, for at the time of 
its decay it was recognised as a school of note. 


With the arrival of the present century Queen Syuare House was 
temporarily doomed to lose some of its brilliant lustre, for the large roomy 
building dropped from being the rendezvous of the Liternt:. into the more 
prosaic position of an ordinary hotel. Things went well for a time till the 
erection of the termini in the neighbourhood of Euston, when the flow of 
passengers induced the railway companies to build their own hotels. and (Queen 
square House, for the accommodation of weary travellers. ignominiously 
failed. The spirit of prosperity for a time departed from the place, and the 
house. Which had once been so famous, was shorn of all! its glory and sank under 
aclond. But the silver lining was to break through when Chief Baron Pollock, 
the father of the late Judge, appeared on the scene, and Queen Square House 
was again dignified by being the private residence of an eminent Englishman. 


The Chief Baron's immediate successors were the trustees of the 
Presbyterian College, who are the present occupants. This institution is now 
being transferred to Cambridge, but the authorities will remain in posses- 
sion of the building till next Thursday, when the lease will be 
transferred to Jews’ College. The Jewisn Coronicie announced some time 
ago the purchase of the lease, and its subsequent extension to 50 years, through 
the munificence of Mr. Charles Samuel, the Senior Treasurer and one of the 
mést generous supporters of Jews’ College. To Mr. Delisea Joseph's skilful and 
experienced hands has been confided the task of preparing the plans for adapt- 
ing the building to the requirements of its new owners. The work of adaptation 
will uccupy some weeks. Tavistock House will, therefore, continue to be the 

cal of Jews’ College till the end of the year. 


In the meanwhile, as we have said, Queen's Square House will undergo exten” 
sive reparation and alteration for adapting the premises to the requirements of 
Jews’ College. The students, once they are established there, will then have the 
opportunity, if they are of an antiquarian and archeological turn of mind. of 
reviving its glorious memories, and from the room in which good King George 
was confined have a good view of the street. of which Thackeray in his “ Ballad 
of Eliza Davis” wrote :—

A Letter from Johannesburg. 


Many of our Russian coreligionists have lieen mach exercised in their minds 
as to what would be their position in case of war. Would they be allowed to 
remain neutral’? Or would they be compelled to take uparms on behalf of the 
Boers! At the request of some of them I wrote formal notes on the subject— 
although I had already formed my own opinion—to Mr. Reitz, the State Secre- 
tary, and Mr. Smuts, the State Attorney of the Transvaal; but these officials, 
with the courtesy which is characteristic of them, vouchsafed no reply. General 
Joubert, however, the Commandant-General of the Republic, has issued a pro- 
clamation to the effect that in no case will aliens be called upon to take up arms, 
nor will anything be done to them so long as they are peaceable and well- 
disposed. But this proclamation is distinctly illegal according to the Military 
Law. One of its clauses enacts that in time of war every inhabitant. 
without distinction, between the ages of 1) and ™, except such 
as are specifically excluded by treaty with Foreign Powers, may 
be called upon to take up arms. The only Powers with which 
treaties, excluding from liabiliiy to military services, have been concluded are 
England and Germavy. Therefore, subjects of every other nation, residing 
within the borders of the Transvaal, may be called upon to take up arma, Only 
a fortnight ago, Clause 74 of the new Grond Wet (Constitution) was passed, 
which enacts that in war time every inhabitant may be called upon to take up 
arms. . This principle has, theref»re, been distinctly affirmed by the Legislature 
twice within a period of twelve months, and it is therefore difficult to see by 
what authority General Joubert has issued his proclamation. It is merely 
drawing a red herring across the trail. So Russian Jews, among others, may be 
called upon to fight. It would do no harm to put a few of our liquor sellers, who 
have made so much money out of the corrupt Government of this country, in 
the fore-front of the battle. Of course, this suggestion is not intended to refer 
to the great bulk of the Jewish community, who have suffered along with the 
rest of the Uitlanders, and have also caused their voices to be heard in the 
universal cry for free and just government in the Transvaal. Mr, Naph. 
Cohen has been Chairman (1896—1898) of the South African League ; Aldermen 
Solomon and Graumann have been heard in the cause of liberty; and more 
recently Dr. Hertz has been invited by the Uitlander Council to address mass 
meetings of people “ rightly struggling to be free.” 

It is a remarkable circumstance that although Jews have suffered much, with 
the rest of Johannesburg, in the terrible period of depression, degradation, and 
tyrauny that bas elapsed since the Jameson Raid, there has not been a single 
Jewish applicant for charity at the offices of the Rand Relief Committee. This 
i8 certainly a gratifying circumstance. 

Last Wednesday evening, the annual prize distribution of the Johannes- 
burg Jewish Schools took place. It is noteworthy that, while the prizes had 


become more numerous than ever, the number of scholars had greatly decreased, 
having dwindled down to 1) during the last term. Mr. H. B. Marks, the Head- 
master. is an enterprising young man, and if he had a more sympathetic Board, 
he might raise the Jewish School of Johannesburg to the position of an 
institution respected throughout the length and breadth of South Africa.

them in the first class, The Committee lately bought Lgdbrook House ad)join- 
ing the present premises. This addition will secure them the control of the 
whole block of buildings. 

The statement of receipts and expenditure showed the following items, 
among others: Receipta—Subscriptions, £161: donations, £100; Gorernment 
grants to salaries, £44: and the school fees, £40. Expenditure—Teachers 
salaries, £615: rates, repairs, and the interest on £4/8"), £601, The credit 
balance was £33 6d, 

The Chairman, in proposing the adoption of the report, congratulated the 
Committee on the efficient state of the school. He referred particularly to the 
excellent reports of the Government [nsepectors and to the very successfol 
results of those pupils presented at the recent University examinations. He 
felt that great credit was due to Mr. Mark Cohen, the Headmaster, and his sta‘t, 
and he was glad to have the opportunity of publicly showing the Committee's 
appreciation of their work. Mr. H. Liberman seconded the proposition. The 
adoption of the report having been carried, a vote of thanks to the Treasurer 
(Mr. H. Liberman) was proposed by Mr. M. Eilenberg, and seconded by Mr. M. 
Robel. Votes of thanks were passed to the teaching staff, Mr. A. Liberman (the 
Hon. Secretary ) and the. Chairman. 

The Rev. A. P. Bender, minister of the congregation, on his return from 
his visit to Europe, received a cordial welcome. ©n the afternoon of his arrival 
a reception took place at Synagogue Chambers, where the Committee of the 
congregation assembled to meet Mr. Bender.

of he was set at liberty early on Wednesday 
Dreyfus. morning. We welcome this unmistakable sign of 
France's restoration to her better self/—not, indeed, as 

giving an innocent man all, or even half, of what he has a right to expect. 
and will surely in time receive, but as an earnest of the humane desire 
of M. Loubet and his Cabinet to put an end to the physical sufferings of 
Dreyfus. Even for the bravest men there are limits of endurance. 
The hero of the Rennes trial had evidently reached a stage of physical 
collapse at which release from prison became imperative if his life was to be 
saved, At first sight the pardon of a man for a crime of which all the world 


bas declared him innocent, seems so far from meeting the necessities of the | 
case to amount almost to an insult. But acareful consideration of the 


circumstances of the case will serve to correct this view. Everything 


depends upon the spirit in which a pardon is pronounced. [If it 
were put forward as the final word on the Dreyfus question, then, 
indeed, as the Chief Rabbi observed in his Day of Atonement sermon, such | 
an offer must be rejected with scorn. But we have sufficient confidence in 
M. Loubet’s ministers to believe that such is not their intention. They are 
undoubtedly confronted with pecular difficulties. The unrighteous rerdict 


at the Reanes Court-Martial must have been a grievous disappointment 
to them, for it dealt s terrible blow at the supremacy of the civil authority 
which they represent. It must have shocked their sense of right as surely 
as it revolted the conscience of civilised mankind. But they had to 
consider how justice could be done to a crnelly-wronged mean. 
without detriment to the interests of that pacification of which France 
stands in such sore need. They have decided to do jastice by instalments. 
The “ pardon " of Captain Dreyfus and his release from prison will still leave 


Madame Dreyfus the right to appeal again to the Cour de Cassation for the 


vindication of her busband’s honour and the restoration of his rank and civil 
rights. As guardian of her children’s interests, she will sarely exercise this 
sacred right. These innocent little ones must not be branded with th: legacy 
of shame that will descend to them anless ‘ pardon ” be followed by complete 
rehabilitation.

The secrilices which she has herself made in times gone 
lt was a 
righteous feeling which impelled M. Zadoe Kahn, in his edmir- 
able Atonement address, to pray that France “remaining faithful 
to her traditions of mght end troth, may so continue to propagate 
thronghvuut the world her work of justice and tolerance as ever to 
deserve the esteem of all the peoples.” We have to be carefal that 
in our efforts to obtein justice, we do not. allow. ourselves 
to become embittered with feelings that tend to clond the sense 
of jastice. Even in speaking of the part which the Koman Catholic Charch 
hax taken in the Dreyfus case, we must not allow ourselves to be blinded by 
prejadice. We have often had occasion to refer to the nonhappy attitade of 
the clerical party in France towards this question. We sre giad to see that 
Cardinal Vaughan repudiates, so far as he and his flock are concerned, any 
sympathy with that attitude.

Jews, it may be mentioned, who were asked to contribute, were placed in a 


peculiar difficulty owing to the foolish talk about a “ Syndicate,” which might 
have received some apparent confirmation if prominent members of our 
community had contributed to the expenses of the demonstration. And 
yet Jewish sympathies could not but be intensely touched ly the remarkable 
manifestation of sympathy with Dreyfus as a Jew. According to the lowest 
e.timate, 50,090 people assembled in Hyde Park to give expression to their 
admiration of Dreyfus and horror at his recondemnation. The many 
expressions of good feeling towards Jews generally cannot but bear good 
frnit in mutaal regard and respect betweea Christian and Jew, and should go 
far to prove the utter absence of anti-Semitic feeling in England.

The facts of the case are these. (a the seventh 
day of Passover a Christian girl, Agnes found 
murdered at l’olna, in Bohemia. No one knows where or when, with what 
weapon, or under what circumstances the crimé was committed. But the 
doctors surmised that life had been extinct three days. Hence the 
deed must have taken place on the fourth day of Passover, March 2th. 
(Y¥n that day, a Jew, Leopold Hiilsner, was seen in company with 
two coreligiunists. Hilsner is said to have been a mauraig 
sujet. At once the inhabitants of Poloa fastened upon him as the girl's 
murderer, and charged him with using her blood in connection with the 
Passover. No blood was found upon the spot where the corpse 
lay. so it was assomed that it had already been collected in a 
vessel for ritual The anti-Semites of [Bohemia and neigh- 
bouring countries lost no time in flooding Polna with malicious literature 
reviving the ‘blood accusation.’ among their’ prope. 
ganda were the infamous works of the Roman Catholic theologica) 
l’rofessor at the | niversity of Prague, A. Rohling. in which the abominable 
lie is revived with all the maliciousness of mediwval ferocity. The Roman 
Catholic population of Bohemia are steeped in ignorance and bigotry, so that 
enemies of the Jews had an easy task in stirring op hatredagainst them. The 
anti-Semite press—notably the Deutsches Vol\«//att—roused the popular fary 
to such a fever point that Polna, ever since last March, and Kuttenberg, 
where the trial took place, have witnessed scenes of anti-Jewish frenzy that 
would have disgraced the Middle Ages.

The lawver 
who undertook his defence was attacked by the mob, and, notwithstanding 
that a Christian has since confessed to the murder, the verdict which 
the populace demanded was celebrated with the ferocious enthusiasm that 
distinguishes all anti-Semitic victories. Defeated in Hungary—in the 
famous Tisza FEszlar case—in 1883, the followers of Robling hav:

The bitter effects of anti-Semitic propaganda. It is a 
Responsibility deliberate poison instilled into men’s minds which 
of the paralyses their powers of judgment and robs them of 
Church. every instinct of humanity. Unfortunately, too, 


the “blood accusation” has appeared to derive 
support from the authority of the Church of Rome. In. this 
connection we may refer to the letiers of “Verax” that have 


appeared in the Times, in which the leaders of the Catholic Church 

are deliberately charged with allowing the mind of Catholic peoples to be 
systematically poisoned by a press under it patronage. Not only the secular 
newspapers, but religious journals, like La Croix, have been conspicuous offenders 
in this respect. Of the latter paper he remarks: “ I maintain that there js 
no paper, not excepting M. Drumont’s Libre Parole, which has done so much 
to debauch pablic opinion and to inflame racial and sectarian hatred by appealing 
to the lowest passions of the mob under the cloak of anti-Semitirm 
and Nationalism.” In the face of so grave a charge it behoves the Charch 
of Rome to dissociate itself as clearly as possible from every movement 
which is founded on anti-Semitism. What has happened in Bohemia affords 
it an excellent opportunity of refuting such charges as those of “ Verax.’ 
It will certainly share the guilt of inciting to murderous outrage if i, 
does not take immediate steps to disavow the shamefal observations of the 
clerical paper, Vaterland, which writes: “It can no longer be treated as a 
myth that Jews, now here, now there, shed Christian blood ont of religions 
hatred, and the murder at Polna almost allows us to see for 
what special purpose the blood is needed.’ In _ disavowing such 
utterances the Church would only be following in the path marked 
ont by its most enlightened leaders for hundreds of years past. 
As far back as 1247 Pope Innocent IV. issued his famons 
Ball, in which, denouncing the persecution of the Jews, he 
laid special stress on the “ blood accusation, which is ever being revived 
either from superstition or the evil-minded selfishness of its promoters.” 
This Ball was confirmed by (iregory \.in 1287. When similar accusations 
were levelled against the Jews of Poland in 175, Cardinal Gangelli, 
afterwards Pope Clement \IV., published an elaborate defence to prove 
their innocence. In 1840, at the time of the Damascus affair, Canon Veith, 
preaching at Vienna Cathedral, went so far as to pronounce a solemn oat), 
absolving the Jews from ‘a malicious and blasphemous slander.” And, at 
the time of the Tisza-Eslar troubles, in 1882, the Bishop of Falda made 
a similar declaration. Two years later, Cardinal Manning addressed a letter 
to Dr. Hermann Adler in the same sense. Lastly, on the occasion of the 
revival of the accusation at Malta, seven years ago, Cardinal Vanghan not only 
repudiated the charge but was instrurental in getting the Archbishop to 
withdraw bis imprimatur from a “blood accusation” pamphlet which was 
in circulation at the time. It is to be hoped that other heads of the Charch 
will not be less zealous on this occasion in defence of justice and humanity.

The Panic a synagogue at Lentschit, in the Russo-Polish 
ina Government of Kaliscb, by which thirty-two women 
Synagogue. and children lost their lives, and many persons were 
injured, adds one more to the many fatalities that 

have taken place in Jewish places of worship in former years under 
similar circumstances. Scarcely a Day of Atonement passes but we have 
to record some sncl catastrophe, which excites our horror and fills us with 
commiseration for its victims. Lither, as in the present instance, a lamp is 
upset, or there is a false alarm of fire, or a case of fainting or some 


other disturbance happens to create a state of panic, and many 
valuable lives are sacrificed. Indeed, all the conditions tending 
to bring about panic are ready to hand in such gatherings, 


highly emotional as they are, and strung to an intense pitch of excitement st 
this revivalist season of the year. The sad loss of life of which this year's 
Fast has been the occasion moves us with something more than profound 
pity. It impels us to ask, in all seriousness, whether we _ hare 
sufficiently taken to heart the lesson taught by this and previous 
catastrophes that wherever large numbers of persons congregate a grave 
responsibility devolves upon the managementof such gatherings to ensure their 
safety by every possible means in their power. Nor is it sufficient to make 
provision for safety under normal circumstances. (ne has to be prepared 
to meet great emergencies, and to make fnll allowance for 1 
fact that in a panic people do not reason. Much has been done of late 
years to improve the exit accommodation of our synagogues, but we 
still hear, even in well-conducted places of worship, of gangways being filled 
with temporary chairs for the high festivals—an arrangement for which there 
is no possible justification—of doors being hung with heavy curtains, and 
similar acts of unwisdom which would impede the egress of a congregation 11 
case of alarm. But it is in the chevras and temporary halls that the elements 
of danger most abound. In the interests of the foreign poor the lederation 
should see to it that the structural conditions of every minor synagog'e 
under its control are rendered satisfactory. It has already done valuable 
work in this direction, but more remains to be done.

AUSTRALIA. 

What is described by the Melbourne Jewish Herald as one of the larvest 
and rowdiest meetings ever held by the Melbourne Jewish communi'y took 
niace on Wednesday afternoon, 26th July, in one of the rooms of the Melbourne 
Town Hall for the purpose of electing a Jewish representative on the Board of 
Trustees of the Melbourne General Cemetery. All classes of the community 
were represented, merchants and professional men. and tradespeople of every 
description. There must have been between 5) and 60) people, so densely 
packed was the room. It was known that two candidates would be 
proposed for the position—Mr. Edward Hart, who wished to succeed his late 
father in the office, and Mr. P. Blashki, J.P., who had come forward as an 
opposition candidate. Both had made a vigorous canvass amongst the Jewish 
community, and in consequence of this party feeling ran high. Councillor 
Jacob Marks, Pr. sident of the Melbourne Hebrew Congregation, occupied the 
chair, and in opening the proceedings read a letter from the Minister of Health. 
who had ordered a poll to be taken before the Cabinet would make any appoint- 
ment, It was then decided that a meeting of the Jewish community should be 
held, but that no discussion was to-take place. He called for nominations. 
and announced that a poll would be taken and remain open for one hour. 
Both candidates were duly nominated, and when the time for voting came, a 
tremendous crowd rushed towards the platform to obtain papers. There was 


much pushing and jostling, and so great was the confusion that in the circum-- 


stances it was decided to adjourn the poll to another day. The poll took place 
some days later at the Town Hall and passed ott peaceably. Mr. Hart was 
declared elected with 615 votes, Mr. Blashki receiving 3>. Councillor Marks a 
second time declared the result from the steps of the Town Hall, where an 
immense crowd awaited the result. 

Mr. L. Barnet, J.P., has been elected treasurer of the Benevolent Asylum. 
Melbourne, which is perhaps the largest public charity in Victoria, and with the 
management of which Mr. Barnet has been connected for many years.

CONDEMNED TO DEATH. 


_ In our issue of April 1ith we recorded the discovery, on the Saturday before 
Faster of the mutilated body of a Christian named Agnes Hruza in a wood at 
Polna \ rumonr spread there and the neighbourhood that the woman had 
been killed by Jews. anda Jewish shoemaker named Hilaner was arrested on 
suspicion of being the murderer. Hilsner was charged with the crime because 
(1) a carter living in the same town stated that Halener had first stunned the 
girl. and then carried her to a neighbouring forest. where two Shochetim were 
waiting to kill her for the purpose of using her blood for ritaal purposes, and (2) 
because Hiilsner had told a boy that he had seen blood stains in the forest. A 
day or two after Hilsner was first arrested the authorities released him on account 
of insufficient evidence, but the day following his release he was once more taken 
in charge and sent to the District Court. Hilsner denied the gailt. and stated 
that his arrest was the result of the anti-Semitic intrigues. Another Jew named 
Frischau was also. arrested, but was subsequently set at liberty 

As the result of the excitement caused by the crime, anti-Jewish distarb- 
ances broke out in Polna, in the course of which the windows of all houses 
inhabited by Jews were smashed, and Jews were maltreated, Soldiers were 
immediately drafted into the town, but order was only restored after great diffi 
culty. <A few weeks later a journeyman furrier, named Landa (a Christian) 
confessed that he was the murderer. Nevertheless, the case again«t Hilener 
was proceeded with, and after several preliminary hearings. the trial commenced 
on ‘Tuesday week, in the small town of Kuttenberg (Bohemia). The trial 
terminated last Sunday evening, when Hiilsner was found guilty of complicity 
in the crime, and sentenced to death. An appeal has been entered against the 
judgment 

The death of Agnes Hruza, notwithstanding the verdict. is still enshrouded 
in mystery. No one knows where the murder was committed, and no one 
knows exactly whea the deed was done. As the doctors simply surmised that 
life had been extinct for three days when the body was found, the evidence 
avainst the conde ned man could fart be other than circumstantial. H ilaner 
lawyer was attacked by a mob at Polna, and the sentence was celebrated with 
wild enthusiasm by the populace as though it were a triamph of Christendom. 

The Vienna Correspondent of the St:ndard, telegraphing on Sunday night, 
Amiguous aa it was, the verdict was practically based on the theory 
that it was a ‘ritual murder, and the Cileriwal paper, writes It 
can no longer be treated as a myth that Jews, now here, now there, shed 
Christian blood ont of religious hatred. and the murder at Polna almost allows 
us to see for what special purpose the blood is needed.

It is probable that the 
sentence will be quashed by the Court of Cassation, but this is by no means 
ceriain, since there are Many persona who would be only too giad to have even 
an apparent case of ritual murder, and they have a good deal of influence in this 
country at the present time 

The NV; Presse stigmatises the verdict as a jadicial blander which 
was brought about by an anti-Semitic agitation carried on against the unifortanate 
prisoner for months past It declares the whole of the evidence as having been 
entirely circumstantial and was inno way sach as to incriminate the accused, 
Dr. Bexa, the counsel representing the murdered girl's mother (who is the anti. 
Semitic Deputy and agitator) made the following apeech which waa loudly 
applauded, the President in no way checking the demonstration hank God. 
that the trial has brought to light the motive for the murder. It was God's will 
that for this purpose the body should have been discovered immediately. That 
there are people of another race, people who behave lke. anuimals, who murder 
a virtuous Christian girl mn order to obtain her blood, has been clearly proved. 
To what purpose this sect should tarn this blood no proof has been adduced. 
It is the duty of society, particularly the leaders, to reveal this secret, so that

The deed, 
taken in connection with others of similar character, establishes two important 
facts, One, that the Nottingham Jews spoke the vernacular of the day with a 
provincial twang, more especially dropping an » in the middle of a word, saying 
Nottigham, Bigham, Buch for Bunch, and so forth. Moreover, they )argon- 
ised the names of Nottingham citizens, converting Cheesering into Chizrik, 
Chamberlain into Cabberlink, Fleming into Flamack, “c. Secondly, whereas the 
Christian population of the kingdom had their deeds inscribed for them by 
official clerks in a set form, common everywhere, the Israclites, as a rule, but 
not. invariably, followed their own usages, sanctified by antiquity, and drew up 
their conveyances in true Rabbinical style. The difference of the two styles is 
extraordinary, the points of contact being so few. And there is something 
besides this. For over 20) years, perhaps more, English barons, exalted prelater, 
middle-class gentry—all sorta and conditions of men, indeed—were content to 
accept Rabbinically-drawn contracts and acquittances, placing full confidence in 
the Teachers of Israel, and presenting the Hebrew documents, whenever so 
required, before the keen eyes of the “ justices assigned to the custody of the 
Jews.” 

Passing now to a more extended view of Jewish Nottingham alftairs, the first 
matter tc be noticed is the ransom of Richard 1, from captivity in 114. The 
Nottingham Jews, a mere handful so to. say, contributed their modest sum 
of £5 7s. 4d. Isaac, the Chazan, could not afford much; Samuel the Cohen 
contributed a little ; Samuel of Bungay, and Joce of Leicester paid their quota; 
and Samuel, son of the local Rav, followed in the wake of his brethren. These 
good people often sawin their midst Abraham pf Bristol, who, a few years 
later. had his teeth forcibly extracted by that monster, King John ; and they 
must have known another of their number, one David of Nottingham, who had 
to pay for his sporting propensities, illegally conducted. It is a strange thing. but 
it is equally true, that the mediwval Jews of England were much given to sport 
and theatrical displays. On one occasion the Jews of Stamford had to answer 
for their audacity in putting on the boards a piece alleged to have been framed 
in derision of Christianity. 

During the reign of Henry ILil,—1i216-1272—several Jewish families of note 
overshadowed the others, the principal being the Lumbards and the Crespine. 
So often are the members of these two families alluded to in Hebrew deeds and 
English records, and so varied were their dealings, that it is possible for an 
expert to draw up pedigrees of both families, covering four venerations. The 
autographs and handwriting of several Lumbards and Crespins are still extant at 
Westminster Abbey. 

The Lumbards start with David, who for years acted as bailiff of the 
Nottingham Jews. having control of such of their secular affairs as concerned the 
Crown, while his friend, Rabbi Meir from London—Magister Milo—looked after 
ecclesiastical matters. Magister Milo must have been an adept in what Mr. 
Joseph Jacobs has rightly dubbed “culinary Judaism” a department among 
Jewish customs, to which the English Rabbis of old gave devoted attention. 

The Lumbards had an extensive monetary connection, and did business with 
the Priors of Nottingham, Newstead and Lenton. They, and the Crespins, and 
the Pinkeneyes. and other prominent Jews, were the bankers who accom- 
modated with loars such nobleand gentle families of Nottinghamshire as the 
Binghams and the Bugges, the Darels and the Derings, the Meshams. the 
Normanvilles, the Putrels, the Stutevilles. the Vilers and others. Many a 
Crusader sought pecuniary aid before starting for Palestine. and an Amiot 
Lumbard or an Abraham Crespin was ready at hand to provide the means. The 
law took care that the Crusader was well safeguarded during his absence. 

Among the documents of English Jews still in existence are two letters in 
the handwriting of David Lumbard. . They are characteristic of the man. In 
one, addressed to Moses, his son, David, in good Hebre w, charges him to “ have 
his eyes well about him,” and give due attention to a certain matter agreed upon 
with the judges at Westminster. David Lumbard was sent to Worcester in 1240) 
to represent his Nottingham friends at the Jewish Congress assembled by 
Henry IIT. a body consisting of some 1) delegates. He was accompanied by 
Sampson Levi, Benedict Pinkenye, and Deudone, son of Deulecresse, all hailing 
from the parish of St. Peter. 


Space alone forbids any lengthy account of the Crespins. There is some. 
thing very pleasing and pathetic in their history, which tends to show the strong 
bond of affection that knit together the souls of the Crespin family. One 
Hebrew deed brings to light the figures of the aged couple, Abraham Crespin 
and his wife, Chera, presenting their grandson, Abraham junior, with a house 
in Nottingham ; and immediately after comes a declaration on Abraham's part, 
that he resigns the use of the house till such time as the old people have departed 
this life, meantime, they will reside in it without his thrusting himself on them 
against their will, or allowing anyone else to incommode them : and when one 


of the two unhappily dies, the other is to retain possession without let or 
hindrance. 

Then again, when Abraham senior is dead, Chera, the widow, beseeches her 
son Jacob to repair to London, go to the King’s Court, and appeal to the King 
not.to be too hard with her. She is willing to yield a third of her late husband's 
goods, chattels and money ; and what more does a King in all his glory require 
of a poor widow? Jacob is not to undertake the journey to London and back 
at his own cost, for she will pay all expenses. Nay more! Should he return 
successful, she will give him a goodly share of his father’s inheritance, and 
when O>°s Te’ Sir William de Meysham, Knight and Crusader, 
pays her what he owed her darling husband, she will hand over three-quarters 
to Jacob as his reward. 

Besides the families aforementioned, note must be taken of individuals, 
settling in Nottingham from such distant and unexpected places as Calais. 
Pavelly in Normandy, and Provence in the South of France. A “ Vives the 
Norman ” occurs frequently. Nottingham possessed its Hak (Isaac) le Chanteur 
Vives le Chanteur, Vives the Romancer, and a Jew with the curious name Bate 
Bate Bullock. Joce Bullock. so nicknamed, perhaps, on account of his burly 
figure, had a son called Hagin Calf. Joce the dark is couaterbalanced by Aaron 
the Fair. Benedict Pink is not a colour, but is a contraction of Pinkenye. 

Nottingham was likewise distinguished for the number of the Jews whose 
names ended with the English (not German) syllable, wa” : Bateman, Coleman, 
Sweteman and Wardeman. The last of these is invested with some interest. 
It appears that a certain Nottingham resident, Manser, had a florid complexion. 
His contemporaries, to distinguish him from other Mansers, called him the 
“rosy,” using the Hebrew form “ vard,” which soon became “ ward.” When his 
name had to be registered by a Christian clerk, Manser the Vard readily became 
Manser Warde-man, and so he remained till, poor fellow, he was murdered. 

Nottingham, apparently, was never backward io persecuting and murdering 
its Jews. What was done by Rosa Pinkeneye, widow of Benedict ben Meir, so 
as to oceasion her being slaughtered in cold blood, passes one’s comprehension 
What also about Roger the goldsmith, Richard of Weston, Bartholomew the 
Cordwainer, and Daniel the butcher, let out on bail from Nottingham prison 
in 1251, charged with the murder of Isaac, son of Cresse’ And that other horrid 
affair in 1256, when Henry of Newark and his accomplices were indicted for the 
“ murder of Simon the Jew and Luna, his wife, and Bonekoc, son of the said 
Simon, and Sarra h.s sister.’ What a family holocaust! And Isaac de Graham 
who fell a victim in 126), is an additional item in the melancholy category 
Strange to relate, Nottingham Jews contrived to escape the services of the execu 
tioner: One only, Deudone of Nottingham, is known to have ended his life on 
the gibbet in 124%. It is impossible to state at present how many of their 
number are included among the 205 Jews and Jewesses. hanged on one day in 
London, 1274. 

The mention of 127%, the great hanging year, reminds us of a street broil 
between Agatha. wife of Robert Nemek. and Hannah, wife of Solomon, son of 
Bouenfant. It culminated in an accusation, levelled against the Jewess, whom 
Agatha charged with openly blaspheming the Christian religion. The result is 
unknown, but, as Hannah's name is not found among the list of “ condemned 
and hanged,” we may assume that she got off scot-free. So numerous were the 
allegations lodged against Jews that the authorities, in view of their obvious 
falsity, determined to give no heed to further accusations. 3 

As we descend the vale of years. we encounter the names of several! 
Nottingham coreligionists, men of importance in their day. Foremost among 
them were Hagin, son of Bateman, whose warehouse accommodated many sacks 
of corn and many bags of wool; and Samuel, son of Mosse, of Pavelly, who 
scandalised his community by adopting the Christian faith. Conversion was 
very rare, and intermarriages with Christians.were utterly unkaown. 

Here we pause. If opportunity permits, some future day may bring to 
light further matters of import, and then something will be said about Juetta 
and Rika, the widow money-lenders : about the Rabbonim of the city ; about 
the Sadekin, ex-communicated by the Rabbis; about the seals used on their 
documents by Bonefy, son of Brito.and his son, Joce:

Rev. S. Singer on Some Faults and 
Misfortunes of the Modern Jew. 


The 


At the New West End Synagogue. St. Petersburgh Place. the Rev. 8. 
Sixaer preached on the Day of Atonement from the text, Isaiah Ivii., 14-15, 
“Aod he shall say,‘ Cast ye up, cast ye up. prepare the way, take up the 
stumbling block from the way of my people. For thus saith the High and Holy 
One, that inhabiteth eternity, whose name is Holy, I dwell in the high and holy 
place, with him also that is of a contriteand humble spirit.’ The return of the 
exiles to the city of God, foreshadowed by the ay gn was but an image of the 
return of His wandering people to God Himself, and of their reunion with 
Him. Bat many an obstacle and stumbling block barred the way, and these it 
was their supreme duty on that sacred day honestly to reilise and to make some 
efort to remove. 


The most serious of these hindrances, said the preacher, centre in a certain 
attitade of mind, too frequently to be met with among us, the reverse of that 
lowly and humble spirit which is God's chosen abiding place. Most insidious 
among the faults of the Jewish character of to-day is an intense self-complacency, 
an inab lity or unwillingness to admit that there are grounds for anything like dis- 
satisfaction with oneself. Discontent is of two kinds. Thereis a sordid 
discontent and there isa noble discontent. There is discontent with one's 
station ia life, discontent mt gear of persistent comparison with others, when 
people are rendered miserable, not so much because of what they have not, as 
hecause of what others have ; and of this meaner form we have our share. ' Bat 
the loftier kind, the discontent of the soul that compares what it has done with 
what it might do, that is ever striving after some higher ideal, and is conscious 
how far it lags behind it—how rare that is among us, and how few realise 
that to entertain it is to harbour a divine messenger within the humaa soul. 
How often may one hear among our brethren language like this: “ Without 
boasting I cannot se there's much the matter with me. Idon't hold with so 
and so: I don't believe this; I don't do that ; I don't profess to be a saint, but I 
consider myself as good a Jew as the best of them.” The narrowness of the spiritual 
horizon which such pretentiousness and self-satisfaction betray is deplorable. 
Depend upon it, it is not those who are most contented with themselves who 
have the best reason for being so. Religion is like wisdom. So long as a 
man strives and toilsafter wisdom, he is wise. The moment he flatters himself 
he has got it, he is a fool. So also, while a man hungers and thirsts after 
righteousness, while he is reaching forth for “ light, more light,” he is religious. 
(he instant he thir ks he has sufficient illumination and is as righteous as he 
need be, everything like true religion has gone from him. “ Woe unto them 
that are wise in their own eyes and prudent in their own sight 


And there are other stumbling-blocks in our way. We Jews are partly the 
victims, partly the authors of a big mistake. We make too much noise in the 
world—far too much for our numbers. Numbering in the United Kingdom, it 
may be, one in three hundred, and in the country nearest to our own, perhaps 
one in four hundred of the general population, we bulk in the public eye hugely 
out of proportion to these figures. The Jew has become an incessant topic of 
public and private debate, in which every feature of his character, every element 
in his life is freely discussed. The Newspaper Press is full of him; the 
literature of the day is getting saturated with him ; he has overflowed on to the 


stage, 


Some there are among us who are rather proud of all this. Whata great 
and wonderful people we must be to be so much to the fore’ But look 
at it more closely and more intelligently, and you must see that it is an 
unhealthy sign. To some extent it is our musfortune; to a great extent 
it is our own fault. We have an inordinate sense of our own importance, an 
insatiable appetite for being taken notice of. (ther means failing, we do our 
wn advertising. We are very gluttons for praise. The Jew must be glorified, 
from the moment he goes to school, where he is expected to outshine all his 
fellows, until—his obituary is written. Do not let us deceive ourselves, 
Religion has nothing whatever to do with the matter. Do not let us 
fall into the fatal blunder of mistaking the love of excelling for the 
love of excellence. The material injury we suffer in the amount of 
envy. malice and uncharitableness we thus excite in others is sad 
enough. but more lamentable still is the moral injury we inflict on ourselves 
Would to Heaven we could as Jews havea long respite from public notice 
of every sort, “glad to be hid, and proud to be forgot’ ! For this we, on our 
part, need to cultivate the lowly spirit, with its corresponding habits of quret- 
ness, simplicity, diffidence, reticence, restraint, all which are in danger of being 
expunged from the inventory of latter-day virtues, We may be less talked of ; 
but perhaps the less we are talked of, the better we shall be thought of, Never 
were there more convincing grounds to commend such a Jine of conduct to our 
understandings and to our hearts than now. “Come, my people, enter thou into 
thy chambers, and shut thy doors about thee: hide thyself fora little while, 
until the indignation be overpast.” And if, after all, the world should still refuse 
to smile on us, and fail to meet us in the temper of true brotherhood, we shall 
at least be sustained by the love of the AlJl-Father, of Him who, though His 
abode be on high, dwells also with the lowly and the humble spirit. 


Ah, my friends, if we did but know where our true happiness and salvation 
lies, whether as Jews or as men; if we could but persuade ourselves that in 
those things which touch the innermost heart and seul of us, it is the last degree 
of unwisdom to take as our guide the spirit of worldliness, or any of the 
forms in which that spirit has become incarnate round about us! » 


I do believe that our salvation 
Lies in the little things of life, 
Not in the pomp and acclamati 
Of triumph and of battle +t. ife ; 
Not on the thrones where men are crowned, 
Not in the race where charicote 
But in the arms that clasp us rous”, | 
And hold us hackward frum the 4 hal : 
In Love, not Pride; in stooping iow, 
Not soaring blindly at the san; 
In power to feel, not zeal to kavw ; 
Not in rewards, but duties done 


Other hindrances there are in the path of God’s people, which He Himself 
sometimes removes, and wondrously, out of their way. Many 4 year passed in 
freedom from persecution had produced a sense of security in the House of 
[srael. So confident were our brethren growing that they began to stray away 
from one anothier, and some of them even to desert altogether the old paths 
trodden by their fathers. Then came the great anti-Semitic trouble. And 
what has n the effect of it’ Why, that it has united Jews in a manner 
nothing else could have done. Troubles have enlarged the national heart, even 
while they humbled the national spirit. Men who had ceased t» think of nem: 
selves as Jews, were roused by the cry, “ Art thou for us or for our adversaries! 
and have had to take sides, realising that. in times like these, he woo is not with 
usis against us. Unable to be indifferent any longer, “ this one says, | am the 
Lord's. and that one calls himself by the name of Jacob, and another subscribes 


with his hand ‘Unto the Lord, and surnames himself by the name of Israel.’ 
it has not been all loss within the house of Israel. 

_ Nor has it been all loss without. Far from it. The native sense of jastice 
in all uncorrupted human hearts has been roused by recent events to a pitch of 
righteous indignation to which there is no casaial in the memory of our age. 
Is it not a sign to us that when the primary issues of right and wrong are 
involved, the great heart of mankind beats true. even though it be buta Jew 
whose life and honour are at stake’ There are those who regard thi« sorrow: 
ful Dreyfus case as the worst calamity that has happened to the Jews 
during this century. Last Saturday, it has been said, was the blackest day 
in Jewish history. So it was in a sense. in « very limited sense. In a wider and 
higher sense it was the dawn and signal of the brightest day. It has shewn that 
if any nation acting under corrupt inflaences, and in blind hatred of the Jew. is 
prepared to outrage humanity, it will fiad practically the whole of the civilised 
world championing the cause of the innocentand the persecuted. [t neededsaome 
tragic heart-searching event like this to put men and nations to the proof. To- 
day there are immeasurably more with us than against us) We ourselves hive 
learnt that, when we have areal grievance, good and true men of all nations ran 
themselves spontaneously, and in overwhelming majority on qur side. And this 
fact, while a comfort and encouragement to us, might teach us to possess oar 
souls in patience under trivial causes of annoyance, to tone down the querulous 
and plaintive language we are too ready to indulge in on the slightest provoca 
tion, and generally to bear ourselves with dignity and self-respect—a dignity 
and a we py are t by no means imcompatible with true humility 

_ But our latest misfortune will have had for us the best of all compensa. 
tions if it leads us in lowliness of heart to bow ourselves before the throne of 
the Most High and Most Holy. Human forces may fail us, to which we have 
trusted and have had reason to trust (for even the sins of France must not 
make us forget that it was she who first among the nations of Europe broke the 
fetters of civil ahd political disabilities from off her Jewish subjects). We may 
discover again and again how vain it is to put our confidence whether in princes 
orin peoples. These things happen but to drive us to take refuge in Him who 
never forsakes His people for His great Name's sake And as we approach Him 
let us not merely think of our own fears and plead for our own wants. Let us 
entreat the Lord that He may turn again the heart of a great people to. trath, 
justice and honour ; that He may purge them for their own sakes of a dark 
crime ; that He may sustain by His mighty and loving hand the blame! as victim 
of others’ guilt, together with all those who have so nobly struggled in his 
defence and have shared in his agony | 


Goethe and the Frankfort Judengasse. 


FROM A CORRESPONDENT 


la connection with the elebrations of the (r,oethe Anniversary, whit h 


just taken place in most of the large cities of Germany, an incident is reeorded 
of an act of kindly heroism on the part of Goethe towards the Jews of Frank 

fort. His connection with the Jewish quarter of his native city is too well 
known to a'l acquainted with the details of his life to need any relation here 

readers of Lewes “ Life of (roethe may find there the signifi ‘ant fact that the 
young poet spent so much time in the Judengasse that he a quired «o fall 
knowledge of * Yiddish” as to venture on writing a short play in the dialect. {1 
1s, therefore clear that he must have numbered many frien ia in that part of the 
eity, and it would afford matter of no inconsiderable interest to trace some of 
these friendships 

During the early years of the 18th century Frankfort was the 
several serious outbreaks of fire, in the course of which bhundr: Is 
were destroy ed and many families left destitute. In consequence of the ereat 
misfortunes the city experienc: 1 a terrible scare whenever «m ike Was seen or 
smelt, and a custom rose up to announce even the amallest outbreak bs blow: 
of horns, ringing of bells, beating of drums, clattering of firecars and all that 
was availaiile to attract attention in the dead of night. quite oat of pr portion 
to the danger. The youthful ‘(roethe received early impressions of these 
records, which sank deep into his poetic and im iwinative brains tat that he 
was practical as well as imaginative the following incident bears testimony. 

(¥a the 4th of May, 1774-——a Sanday—at 2 o'clock of the night, a fire broke 
out in the Judengasse. a which twenty houses were destroyed. It was the rule 
to leave the work of extinction and assistance to the “ common people.” bat 
(ioethe knew no rank nor creed when human life was in danger. Notwith 
standing, or surely forgetting for the time, that he was the son of a K amerliche 
Kath and himseif.a Doctor at Law, though he wore fine clothes aad alk 
stockings, he rushed iito the throng and joined the army of he'persa. Hhi« 
superior bearing and position did good work. He soon managed to bring order 
into the band of extinguishers, who up to this time had been ruaning in each 
other's way by bringing the full buckets and returning with the empty 
ones through the same hole, which had been made in a high wall separating the 
Judengasse from the Allerheiligengasse. Goethe showed them a better and 
quicker way through a narrow lane. At once the poor Jews rushed with their 
few rescued POSssessions along this same lane, and were yreeted by the heartless 
mob with shouts of derision, and the water which was so sorely needed to 
extinguish the fire was turned upon them. A few words from the young Goethe 
putan end to all this misdemeanour. 

Groethe's action during the distress became the talk of the town, and many 
of the poor Jews, who did not even know his name, spoke in loud praise of the 
“young gentleman protector, who had saved them from the mob as well as 
the fire. 

One of these, who inhabited the house “Zum Plug,” found after the fire a 
number of silver ‘‘ Kreuzer,’ which by reason of the heat had been melted into 
alump. In memory of this disaster this “lump,” in which some of the Kreuzer 
were still distinctly visible, and on which some of the stamping could be traced. 
betame a sort of heirloom in the family. It was not till many years afterwards 
that a grandson of this old inhabitant of the Judengasse, who happened to be 
a schoolfellow of Ferdinand Hiller's, learned from the Dichtunyg und Wahrheit 
who was the “young gentleman hero” to whom his ancestor owed a debt of 
gratitude. ‘lhe relic of coins 18 in possession of the family at the present time.

The HNebrew Ben Sira. 


Among those who have reiterated, or are about to reiterate, their belief in 
the authenticity of the Cairene fragments are now to be named Professor W, 
Bacher. Professor Smend. and Professor Konig. These are three of the fore. 
most living authorities on Hebrew philology. Professor Ryssel, in Kautzsch’s 
new edition of the Apocrypha, also accepts the fragments 4s undoubtedly 
genuine. The final verdict will, I am fully convinced, be overwhelmingly 
favourable to the texts restored to the world by Professor Schechter and 
others. Professor Margoliouth’s theory has been received with general 
scepticism, and attacks on other grounds will hardly unsettle the general 
confidence in the originality of the Geniza Manuscripts. 


Hebrew Belles Lettres of the Nineteenth Century. 


Though there is nothing in the title of the organisation to indicate it, the 
New York Educational Alliance is Jewish. It is a private movement, reliant on 
the help of no State or municipality.

This is 
obviously intended for foreign Jews, and it may be doubted whether any similar 
attempt has ever previously been made, The Alliance seeks to get at the mind 
and heart of its clientele by means which the latter can appreciate. Thus it has 
arranged a course on ~ Hebrew Belles Lettres of the Nineteenth Century.” I) 
this course the lives of Hebrew poets. novelists, and critics of the I'th Century 


will be specially studied. Erter, Ginsburg, Gordon, and Smolensky will occupy

language, ut there ts ple uty of enthusiasm in German. Of the contents of the 
volume, two stand out as sper ially note worthy. (ine 18 a review of the Zionist 
literature of the year written by Fabius Schach.. This critic's survey confirms 
my previously formed impression that Zionism bas not yet come to its own asa 
literary force. The other item is by Willy Bambus on the present state of 
Palestine Colonisation. It is not a very roseate picture that he draws. but. all 
friends of the colonisation movement will do well to read and study this impartial 
and genuine report. Herr Bambus article makes the Volks-Kalender indis- 
peposable for every practical lover of Palestine. 

I will endeavour briefly to summarise his results. The colonisation of 
Palestine has made no marked progress during the year, yet there has been 
advance, Everything is still in an experimental stage. Much that was begun 
has had to be undone, and steps had to be retraced. In Rishon le Zion. after 
fifteen years, it was realised that a good wine could be produced, but it is by no 
means clear that the Palestine wines will be able to compete in the world’s 
market with the Italian, Spanish and Greek products (to say nothing of the French) 
At present the prices are not likely to be so low as to make this competition 
rapidly successful. The fact is that the cost of producing grapes in Palestine 
is greater than in Southern Italy for example. Two reasons combine to cause 
this. First, the soil on which the colonies are settled is not specially adapted 
for viticulture ; secondly, the colonies produce little else than grapes and have 
to pay ic ready money for all their requirements and must pay for labour also 
in gold. In other respects, too, the colonisation is in an experimental stage only. 
In Kastinien the cultivation of grain has so far succeeded that the colonists can 
obtain a modest livelihood, But new difficulties have arisen. The soi] 
there produces no barley, and ploughing by the aid of horses is too 
costly. Five or even ten years more must elapse before it is clear whether 
the cultivation of fruit frees, such as olives, or the silk-culture can be expected 
to pay. With regard to oranges, there is less doubt, but these require so much 
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water, that they cannot be grown except ina few districts. Herr Bambus Rays 
that things have gone no better with the German Temple colonies. Nor have 
beginnings been more prosperous in other new colonies in other parts of the 
world. Palestine may have a great future for its colonies. But effort shoujq 
take the form of a systematic examination of conditions, tentatively realised 
in practice. Those who talk of colonisation on a great scale know nothing of 
the stupendous nature of their enterprise. Herr Bambus gives details of the 
various colonies, aud expresses the opinion that “ Machanayim bids fair soon to 
hecome one of the most successful settlements in Palestine.” The populatioy 
of the colonies has increased by about 4") persons during the pasi year,

An American Dreytus. 


Probably the most curious parallel to the Dreyfus case that history can 
furnish is set forth in the current number of the C.ntury magazine by Mr. James 
Morris Morgan. In the United States navy, towards the early part of the 
present cen.ury, Of ot the most patriotic of American othicers suffered no less 
than forty years of persecution at the hands of his fellow-officers, for no other 
reason than that he wasaJew. The name of this martyr was Uriah P, Levy, 
who was born at Philacd Iphia in 12, Levy went to sea as a lad, and, at the 
early age of twenty, he was appointed a sailing master in the United States 
navy. He commanded the “ Argus” in the war against (ireat Britain with such 
conspicuous brave ry and success that his services were rewarded by the Govern. 
ment with promotion to a lieutenancy. Bat so opposed were his brother 
officers to the promotion of a Jew that they formed a cabal against him, and 
from that time forward they harried him with every possible persecution in 
order to force him to resign. Assoon as he was appointed to a new vessel, the 
officers would com|ine to procure his dismissal, and rot succeeding in that, they 
would subject him to a social boycott. But through all the injustices of which 
he was made the victim, the spirit of: this Jewish patriot remained 
indomitable. He = was constantly under arrest or suspension, his life 
was attempted, he was court-martialled no less than ‘six times 
charge after charge was brought against him and disproved, and yet, when the 
Emperor of Brazil, moved by his deeds of valour, offered him the command of 
a Brazilian frigate, he replied that he would rather be a cabin-boy in the United 
States navy than a commander in any other fleet. When a Naval Board dis 
missed him in 1855 without assigning any reason, the United States Govern- 
ment restored him to his rank and emoluments, notwithstanding the immense 
influence brought to bear against him. In 1858, we find him in command of the 

Macedonian,” and four years later he died and was buried wit full nava! 
honours. Captain Levy caused whipping to be abolished in the United States. 
in recognition of-which the city of New York conferred upon him its freedom 
These things happened more than fifty years ago, Still, it is well that we 
should be reminded of them to-day. The reminder may serve to moderate ou 
anger towards the persecutors of Dreyfus. ee

THE SYNAGOGUES. 


The subjoined reports have reached us of services in Metropolitan and 
Provincial Synagogues on the Day of Atonement and on the first days of Taber- 
nacles. In most of the sermons delivered on Kippur, references were made to 
the verdict in the Dreyfus case :-— 


BEVIS MARKS. 


A correspondent writes :—This venerable structure was shorn of many of 
its past glories on the Eve and Day of Kippur. For some unaccountable reason 
—at least. one not known to the congregation—the authorities have allowed the 
building to lapse into an unsightly condition, the want of a coat of paint and 
whitewash being very apparent, and the cracked, patched and dirty ce iling 
striking one a8 a positive eye-sore, which ought not to be tolerated in a Jewish 
place of worship. much less in one claiming to be the oldest in the Metropolis. 
it may be that ‘the Mahamad contemplate deferring any repairs till the 
celebration of the bi-ceatenary in 11; but, for the sake of decency and clean- 
liness, something in the direction above indicated seems immediately imperative. 
Even the old-fashioned, huge brass chandeliers with which the buildine js 
lighted appear to be out of order, the branches twisting in all directions: with 
the result that many a new hat and a new coat and a Talleth have been spoilt 
by the dripping wax or tallow. As u-ual, the synagogue was well! filled, although 


not. inconveniently so, During .Shachrith, the Rev. Haham Dr. Gasrre 
delivered an impressive extempore sermon. on a text taken trom 
the first verse of the Haphtorah of the service. “Cast ye up, cast 
ye up, prepare the way; take up the stumbling block out of the 
way of my people.” He dwelt in impassioned and ecloquent language 
on the Dreyfus affair, and expressed his astonishment that such an 


event could have occurred in France—a country which had been amongst the 
first to grant complete religious freedom to the Jews. Prior to Neilah. the 
Haham delivered a second address, concluding with a fervent prayer. Both 
sermons deeply moved the vast congregation. The ordinary services were con- 
ducted by the Rev. S.J. Roco and Mr, A. Mesquita. | 

BERKELEY STREET. 

The services were performed by the three ministers, assisted by Sir Philip 
Mayvnus and Mr. H.G. Lousada. Three sermons were preached duriny the fast. 
(ja the Eve of Atonement the Rev. Isinonre Hargis, M.A., spoke on Justice 
basing his discourse on Psalms Ixxxix., 15 Righteousness and justice are the 
foundation of Thy throne: loving kindness and truth go before Thee The 
preacher said that while no words could measure the irreparable wrong which 
his country had inflicted upon a loyal and devoted son who had committed the 
me unpardonable crime in her eyes of having been born a Jew. it would not 
become his coreligionists, least of all on a day when their hearts should be 
aoftened with feelings ot forgiveness towards all men. however loud their mis- 
deeds might cry to Heaven for veageance. to denounce those misde «ds ina vin- 
dictive spirit. Vengeance belonged to God. He would assuredly, in his own time 
execute retribution on those who had dared to hurl defiance at His throne. to 
outrage the sanctities of justice, and to wound humanity in its most sacred sen- 
timents. But one could not torbear trom dweiling on the universal chorus of 
execration which had followed upon thé foulest judicial crime of this or any 
other century. What had they seen’ They had seen, it was true, atribunal of 
soldiers, who should be the very fountain of honour, polluting the stream of 
righteousness from which the nations of the earth drink the waters of com- 
munal life. They had seen the temple of justice defiled by a saturnalia of 
injustice, from the contemplation of which every honest mind shrank in d 
l‘ney had seen the forces of law and religion, which oaly existed for the pro 
tection of human rights and liberties, prostitute 1 to the most ignoble of ali ends 

-the subversion of rights and liberties. But, thanks be to God, they had also 
something very different, which more than pe nsated for the m 
of a single nation. The entire world was ringing with such an outburst of 
righteous indigaation as they would not have coaceived possible if they had not 
witnessed it. They had seen an ooscure Jewish oth ‘er, OL Whose name the world 
had not beard until five years ago, elevated upon a pedestal of 
<ympathy and admiration, and crowned, by the worlds acclaim, with the honours 
of martyrdom. The very noblest feelings of which humanity is capabie had

been evoked by the degrading spectacle on which it had gazed: Justice had 
received a staggering blow, the very foundation of Gods throne seemed ibout 


never Was justice so firmly roote i in the reverence 


to totter in insecurity, and lo! |

the instigators of those wrongs, machinations as an out- 
rage upon religion and truth. Jewish persecution was, unhappily, no new thing 
ut it was a new thing to see the nations of two hemi-pheres ranging them 
s-lves as one man on the side of its victim, and prociaiming bis cause to 
be their own, Naturally, their souls were filled with indignation at the 
Nareasoning hatred of the Jew which had inflamed more than one Continental 
But let them ask themselves in alli humility, on that Day of Atone- 
Was it oniy lelity Lo 
the Law of Moses which had drawn upoti them so much malice’ Had they 
not incurred at least some small faction of it by their excessive materialism 
Did they not love to lead ostentatious lives which atlorded something like a 
semblance of justification to their enemies Were they alway sufficiently 
zealous for the honour of their communal name! Had they not carried the 
policy of assimilation suicidally far? Some of them had thought to solve the 
Jewish problem by the simple expedient of aenying their Judaism, or living 
lives which amounted to a denial of Judaism. And what had been the result 
Where that expedient had been tried, anti-Semitism hac flourished. Let them 
remember that the events of their time were directing the eyes of the world on 
their doings as they were never directed before. ‘They saw how every trivial 
act of a Jew was liable, at any moment, to be weighed in the balances of public 
opinion, God help them if, in some crucial instance, they should be weighed 
and found wanting! How strikingly the Jewish doctrine of Atonement applied 
to the present condition of France! Even at that eleventh hour, when she had 
already become a by-word of reproach in every mouth, that unhappy country 
might save herself by penitently acknowledging her sin, punishing her evil-doers 
and making what reparation lay in her power to their victims, But if she 
continued to glory in her crime, who could doubt that, in the divine order of 
things, she was preparing for herself a Nemesis which would hurl her to 
destruction? God grant that this awful eventuality might not come to pass 
Might France repent before it was too late! It seemed almost impossible to 
believe that the heroic struggles for light and truth, the weil-nigh superhuman 
elforts which asmali and growing band of true patriots were making to restore 
their country to sanity, should be destined to lose themselves in failure. France 
would be saved by her “ten righteous men.” How much had they not already 
acomplished! They had stirred up the consciences of other nations, With 
(iod's blessing, they would achieve the crowning success of appealing to the 
conscience of France herself. 2

. Psalm xxv., 11, was the Sinfulness of Sin. Every sin drags as down. “O m 
soul,” cries the true penitent, according to an old Jewish writer, “how could 
have forborne to have pity upou thee’ Sin, too, was rebellion against God, 
and imgratitude to Him. Moreover it was irrevocable. An evil deed, once 
done, became part of the Divine consciousness. Nay, it affected haman lives, 
and its effects could not be recalled. For how could the tranagressor be sure of 
repairing the wrong dose to another’ How make of sone effect the heart- 
wound he had inflicted’ How blot out the life-long misery he had caused ’ 
Worse still was the sin that was bred of sin, the evil begotten in others by base 
example. Was it not time that they awoke to the transcendent, the terrible 
importance of conduct ! 

The Neilah sermon, based on Isaiah Ixiv., §. elaborated the Scriptaral figure 
of the potter and the clay. God holds us in the hollow of His hand. We 
think that we have our own way, but time reveals it to be His after all. Our 
little schemes go to swell the mighty ocean of His sovereign purpose. The 
sinister actors in the terrible drama, of which France had been the scene fdr the 
past five years, were exemplifying thistrath. Their conspitacy against jastice 
had resulted in the triomphant vindication of justice. Strong m their own 
conceit, they had been shown to be but the impotent clay that God was moulding. 
Their victim was not free. but hi« innocence had been fully established, for a 
whole world acknowledged it. No; he was not free, for (;od works by His own 
methods ; His ways are not our ways. And the end was not yet. Bat already 
the plotters against truth and right were being made to see God, to feel Hu 
power, to know that He was against them. They thought that He was 
indifferent, or had forgotten. ‘To-day, despised by every nght-minded man, they 
were discovering their mistake. A will far mightier than theirs had overruled 
their dastardly schemes, which seemed for a time to go so well, for the eternal 
profitof humanity. All that they had accomplished, besides destroying them. 
selves and dragging France further along the path to destruction, waa to blight 
one poor human life. But the blight had been a blessing. They had added 
another to the long roll of Israels martyrs, whose agony had given glorious 
victory to Gods own cause,

May they still be fortified to bear their heavy load of care, may they see the 
vindication of right and justice for which they labour and pray, may their 
hearts and ours be rejoiced by the speedy advent of the day when iniquity 
shall close her mouth, when justice and righteousness shall flourish and reign 
supreme.” The Rev. J. F Stern read the Shachrith and Neilah Services. and 
the Rev. I. Greenberg the Kol Nidré and Musaph Services. The Mincha was 
efficiently rendered by Mr. Morris Phillips, a member of the congregation. 
The .ev. J. F. Stern delivered a second sermon prior to the Neilah. The 
Choir. under the direction of Mr. H. Weinstein, rendered the choral parts of 
the Service in a manner that gave much satisfaction.

fo the East End Jew, Yom Kippur is peculiarly the most solemn day of the 
year. Then he pours out his heart to his Maker. He prays for long life, a better 
life,and that he may be enabled to earn his livelihood somewhat easier than in the 
year which has just closed. It is a day of fear and trembling, and the Maggid, 
who has the power of drawinga picture of how God yudges His creatures on that 
day, is rewarded for his efforts by seeing his congregation, both male and female, 
shed copious tears. This year every mind was fixed upon the unhappy Captain 
Dreyfus, on whose behalf prayers were offered in every synagogue. The 
VS "> was made on behalf of “our brother, Alfred Dreyfus,” and then for 
“our sister, bis wife.” There were no street manifestations. At the con- 
clusion of the service at the Beaumont Hall, a resolution of sympathy with 
Captain and Madame Dreyfus was passed, but this was the only place of worship 
where any resolution was adopted. 

In all other synagogues prayers were resorted to, and no single preacher 
offerei up a praver breathing spite or hatred. On the contrar , the hope was 
expressed that France, which was the first nation to grant red. he and liberty 
to Jews, would put right an act of gross injustice. Sermons were delivered 
by Rabbi A. Werner. at the Spitalfields Great Synagogue, the Rev. C. Z. Maccobs 
at ?*)) *33 2°AN at the King’s Hall, Commercial Road : Rev. I. Miller, Cannon 
Street Road Synagogue; Rev. s.

The Manchester Spanish and Portuguese Synagogue has been re.

The effect of the ree 
yentleman’s exhortation was. that the entire body of worshippers remained 
m their seats -until the finish of the Evening Service. ~Aliuding to the 
Dreyfus Case, the preacher said he could not leave the pulpit without 
making reference to the great drama which had just concluded: at Rennes.

civilised world had been turned to the great trial at Rennes, and they were 
shor ked and pained at the verdr t given. They could sympathise with the one 
who had suffered so courayeously for so many \year= and their sympathy would 
go out to him and his family, and they could sympathise—and he said this 
advisedly—with the nation which was once in the van of civilisation, but which 
for some years past seemed to have become demoraltsed. In t'mes like these it 
seemed as if the prophet Isaiah was wanted to come amongst the nations and 
tell them that however much their culture or civilisation might be, if they 
justitied the wicked and took away justice from the nghteous, 1t must gradually 
but surely pass away. Let them pray that this might not be the end of the 
people who in past years did so much for the progress of the world. Let them 
hope that the evil which had been done might still be repaired. Let them hope 
that the words of Isaiah might not be fulfilled. He had not spoken on this sub 
lect from a Jéwish point of view. It was a matter which concerned the whole 
of humanity, and they could all sympathise with the Jews of France. He felt 
how difticult must be the task of his colleagues in France whilst addressing their 
congregations that evening. They had, however, tirst of all, the very great con- 
solation that the whole of the civilised world outside France were united in 
their horror and indignation ; in that although some men had had prejudices 
against the Jews, at this moment the prejudice szemed to have passed away. 
lt might be quite certain that no sorrow ever happened t6 them which had not 
the effect of uniting and consolidating them more and more. Surely they could 
not say that God had forsaken the earth, and in the future this sad atfair would 
be found a source of strength,and Israel would return again with all her ancient 
enthusiasm.
